paigns, Wall street operators said, 
and they aded that it would dis- 
courage short selling of all kinds, 


although the business conduct com- } 


mittee of the Exchange mad= it 
plain it was only concerned with 
*‘bear raiding.” 

The Conduct Committee called 
several brokers before it and .jues- 
ioned them regarding recent opera- 
tions. 

The penalty for trading opera- 
tions that have the effect of de- 
moralizing the market ordinarily 
is suspension of membership, al- 
though the Exchange authorities 
have the power to expel. ? 

Watson Washburn, head of the 
State Bureau of Securities at the 
Attorney-General’s office, stated 
that he had arranged with the 
stock exchange to submit to the At- 
torney-General any evidence of the 
circulation of false rumors by bear 
traders. Washburn pointed out that 
circulation of malicious reports in 
connection with short selling was a 
criminal offense. 

The reaction of the market yes- 
terday when 50 representative se- 
curities showed a net loss of 5.74 
points was not attributed to imme- 
diate short selling as much as to 
the after effect of the campaign 
which has been waged by the bear 
party for several weeks. 

Recently Stock Exchange offi- 
clals warned members against dis- 
pemination of false rumors calcu- 
lated to induce needless liquidation. 
Member firms were called upon to 
furnish the business conduct com- 
mittee copies of all correspond- 
ence that may have gone over their 
private wires, bringing into ques- 
tion the financial condition of any 
firm. 

Quoted values resumed their 
sinking spell on the Stock Ex- 
change today, after a brief rally in 
the first hour of trading. 

Advances, ranging from $1 to $7 


a share, recorded soon after the 
opening gong, were lost before 
midday, and several prominent 


stocks reached new low prices for

John Ryan, Deputy Detective 
Chief, to the miscellaneous division 
—a sort of police department exile. 

The correspondence dealt with 
the police campaign against men 
listed by the Crime Commission as 
“public enemies” and contained a 
list of gangsters to be arrested as 
vagrants. The list disappeared 
from the desk of Ryan’s secretary, 
Sergeant William Balswick. The 
latter, Ryan said, made a new list 
from memory. The new list omit- 
ted eight men whose names had 
been checked from. the original list 
when it was found under the pil- 
low of Tony Tagenti, Capone fol- 
lower. The coincidence prompted 
an exhaustive investigation of pos- 
sible disloyalty within police ranks. 

Chief Justice John P. McGoorty, 
who cited the missing list incident, 
ordered the October grand jury to 
investigate the September grand 
jury’s report that a well establish- 
ed alliance exists between the po- 
lice department, corrupt politics 
and crime. 

Commissioner John H. Alcock 
said he did not think Ryan had 
anything to do with the disappear- 
ance of the list, but maintained he 
should have seen to it that no 
names were omitted from the sec- 
ond list. ‘He also said there was no 
evidence against Balswick.

BAR SUIT CHALLENGES 


KS AW SER 


Quo Warranto Action Filed 
Under Statute Against Cor- 
porate Practice. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7.-— 
Suits to test the right of banks and 
trust \companies to render legal 
service to customers in the prepa- 
ration and execution of wills and 
trust agreements were filed in Su- 
preme Court today by John F. 
Green, attorney, acting in behalf of 
the St. Louis Bar Association, 
which for several years has had th 
question under discussion. . 
The suits, in the form of quo 
warranto proceedings, named as 
defendants the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co., St. Louis 


Union Trust Co., Mississippi Valley | | 


Trust Co., Franklin-Aferican Bank 
& Trust Co. and Lafayette-South 
Side Bank & Trust Co. 

A statute prohibiting corpora- 
tions or individuals, except licensed: 
attorneys, from practicing law, is 
the basis of the suits. While tech- 
nically a victory for the Bar As- 
sociation could lead to forfeiture of 
the banks’ charters, Green ex- 
plained that the association had no 
such step in view. It merely wants 
the law in the case construed, he 
said. 

Ordinarily, Green explained, a 
bank’s customer is not represented 
by private counsel in trust and will 
transactions. This, the Bar Asso- 
ciation contends, deprives the pub- 
lice of the protection it deserves. 

The suits were filed in the name 
of Circuit Attorney Franklin Mil- 
ler of St. Louis, although he will 
have no official connection with 
the case. The ldw provides for 
filing in the name of - either the 
Attorney-General or local State 
prosecuting officials. Attorney-

Mass Insubordination on Re- 
yenge at Nice Denied.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—Mass insub- 
ordination and some desertion 


from the British super-dread- 
nought Revenge, now lying in har- 
bor, near Nice, are reported in a 
special dispatch which the Daily 
Herald prints today. 

“Serious trouble with the crew 
is reported to have broken out 
aboard the British battleship Re- 
venge,” says the dispatch. “It fs 
stated that 40 sailors are under ar- 
rest on the vessel and that nearly 
50 others have overstayed their 
leave in Nice and Cannes, 

“Complaints have been made by 
the men that discipline on board 
the Revenge was too strict and 
that food was poor. Sailors as- 
sembled on the quay are said to 
have hissed an officer of the bat- 
tleship as he walked along. the 
quay on Saturday night. 

“This was the beginning of the 
trouble. Several men who had 
overstayed -their shore leave are 
stated to have returned their 
badges and chevrons to the ship. 
Their photographs have been hand- 
ed to the French police with the 
request that they be arrested... 

“An inquiry was opened aboard 
the Revenge this afternoon by Vice 
Admiral W. A. H. Kelley, second 
in command of the Mediterranean 
fleet. The Revenge is his flagship. 
The Vice Adniiral has just returned 
to the Revenge from sick leave.” 

Rear Admiral Dewar, who was 
dismissed from the battleship Roy- 
al Oak after a court-martial, and 
is now a Labor candidate for Par- 
liament, said: “Dissatisfaction in 
the navy, in nine cases out of ten, 
is due to the feeling amoi.zg the 
men that they have no rsht to 
make complaints. However perfect 
discipline may be, there i» the risk 
of injustice and discontent unless 
the men feel that they can state 
their cases without fear of repri- 
sals. Naval regulations are about 
200 years behind the times on the 
subject of complaints. After the 
Royal Oak case the Admiralty is- 
sued new regulations. They are 
more reactionary than the old 
ones. [I cannot understand the 
suggestions of bad food. The navy 
as a rule is well fed.” 

The Admiralty issues a_  state- 
ment to the effect that the re- 
ports were inaccurate, and explain- 
ing: “During the entire course of 
the Revenge’s stay near Nice, an 
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average of 340 men have been | 
landed daily on leave. The total 
number of leave-breakers has been 
35, of whom only two have not re- 
turned aboard. 

“Although this amount of leave- 
breaking is unusual, it is not con- 
sidered sufficient to des-rve the 
emphasis of publication. Apart 
from these two desertions there 
have been no cases of refusal to 
return aboard and of the 35 who 
broke leave abdut half were not 
absent more than five hours.”

The Cubs yesterday finished the 
task of retaining the title they won 
from the White Sox in 12928, wir- 
ning their fourth victory iin six 
games, 6 to 4, by an old-fashioned 
ninth inning rally. 

After taking a two-run lead in 
the fifth, the Cubs saw the Sox tie 
it up and go out in front in the 
sixth. Rogers Hornsby’s men tied 
it again in the eighth, but the 
stubborn Sox again took the lead 
in the same inning. The Cubs final- 
ly got organized and cracked Gar- 
land Braxton for three runs iu the 
ninth to win the game and series. 

It was the Cubs’ sixth champion- 
ship out of 17 series, with one hav- 
ing been tied and the other 10 be- 
longing to the White Sox of other 
days.

HE World Series pitching- 

record® made by Christy 
Mathewson, the New York 
Giants’ great pitcher in 1905, 
never has been equaled. In 
this clash with the Athletics, 
Mathewson pitched three of the 
five games and not only won 
all three but shut out his op- 
ponents in every game. 

He won the opener from Ed- 
die Plank, 3—0, and, in the 
third game, easily defeated An- 
dy Coakley, 9—0. Connie Mack 
selected Chief Bender, the wily 
and efficient Indian hurler, for 
the final contest and again 
Mathewson pitched perfectly, 
taking the decisive game in the 

; series, 2—0. 


pitching Andy . Coakley, 9 to 0. 
The fourth game was a_ great 
pitchers’ battle between Joe Mc- 
Ginnity and Eddie Plank, New 
York winning 1 to 0. 

The only run scored was in the 
fourth inning when with two out, 
Lave Cross fumbled Gilbert's 
grounder and Mertes scored the 
winning run. Mertes had reached 
base on a fumble by Monte Cross, 
so the run was unearned.

The Athletics had six hits as 
against only five for the Giants 
but the National Leaguers used 
theirs to better advantage while 
Bender issued three passes and 
Matty’s control was perfect. 

The world series of 1905 was 
memorable because of the fact that 
it was the first played under spe- 
elal rules. 

Commission Governs. 

O MEET the objections of John 
Tz. Brush, owner of the Giants, 

who in 1904 declined to permit 
his team to play the Red Sox at 
the end of the season because 
there were no rules té govern the 
contests, baseball chiefs empow- 
ered the National Commission, 
composed of August Herrmarn, 
chairman and the presidents of the 
American and National Leagues, 
to have complete jurisdicticn over 
these games. 

To the end of its days the Na- 


tional Commission exercised this 
power and it was one of the most 
important duties that they had. 


When the National Commission 
was dissolved years later to have 
the power transferred to one man, 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, who 
was named commissioner of base- 
ball, the latter took over these du- 
ties and today every world series 
is arranged and run by Judge Lan- 
éis, who is the court of last resort. 

There is-no.. doubt that the 
world series needed special rules 
wnd an authority over the game to 
see that rules are enforced and 
that there is an absence of rowdy- 
ism. 

While the Red Sox and. Pirates 
met in a post-season series for the 
championship in 1903, there was 
atsolutely no jurisdiction over the 
games and either team could have 
walked off the field without fear 
of punishment. 

Therefore, the establishment of 
jurisdiction over the world’s series 
was a big advancement in baseball 
and greatly increased the prestige 
of the games, until now it is con- 
sidered the salad of every baseball 
year. 

An index of the great growth in 
the world series can best be point- 
ed out by a comparison of the re- 
turns of 1929 with those of 1905.

N 1905, the winning players re- 

ceived something like $1200 


each, while the losers took $382 per 


players. The Athletics’ club donat- 
ed its share to the players, giving 
them a total of $832. 

In the 1929 series, the winning 
Athletics drew a check close to the 
$6000 mark, while the losing Cubs 
were consoled with something like 
$4000, and this, too, with the teams 
in the two leagues finishing, sec- 
ond, third and fourth getting a 
share of the spoils. : 

Increase in seating capacity at 
rarks had a iot to do with these 
is. proved figures. Even some re- 
cent previous years beat the 1929 
raark because of the great capacity 
of the parks belonging ‘o the con- 
testing teams. 

The high water mark for world 
scries receipts was attained in 
1926, when the Cardinals and 
Yanks drew $1,207,864 in a series 
that lasted seven games. . 

The lowest record was in our 
1905 series of five games, when 
the total receipts were only $63,-

Y FELLOW COUNTRY- 

MEN: This is a place of in- 

spiring memories. Here less 
than a thousand men, inspired by 
the urge of fredom, defeated a 
superior force intrenched in this 
strategic position. This small 
band of patriots turned back a 
dangerous invasion well designed 
to separate and dismember the 
United Colonies. It was a little 
army and a little battle, but it 
was of mighty portent. History 
has done scant justice to its sig- 
nificance, which rightly should 
Place it beside Lexington and 
Bunker Hill, Trenton and York- 
town as one of the crucial en- 
gagements of our long struggle 
for independence. 

The Battle of Kings Mountain 
stands out in our national mem- 
Ory not only because of the valor 
of the men of the Carolinas, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Virginia, who trod here 150 years 
ago, and because of the brilliant 
leadership of Col. Campbell, but 
also because the devotion of 
those men revived the courage of 
the despondent Colonies and set 
a nation upon the road of final 
triumph in American independ- 
ence. 

No American can review the 
vast pageant of human progress 
so- mightily contributed to by 
these men without renewed faith 
in humanity, new courage, and 
strengthened resolution. 

“The Spirit of America.” 

My friends, I have lived among 
many peoples and have observed 
many governments. Each has its 
own institutions and its own 
ideals, its own spirit. Many of 
them I have learned to respect 
and to admire. It is from these 
contrasts and these experiences 
that I wish to speak today—to 
speak upon the institutions, the 
ideals, upon the spirit of America. 

In the time since the Battle of 
Kings Mountain was fought our 
country has marched from those 
struggling Colonies on the At- 
lantic seaboard to the full sweep 
of the Pacific. It has grown 
from fewer than 3,000,000 people 
to more than 120,000,000. But 
far more inspiring than its 
growth of numbers has been the 
unfolding of a great experiment 
in human society. Within this 
land there have been builded 
new and powerful institutions 
designed of new ideas and new 
ideals in a new vision of human 
relations. 

Through them we have at- 
tained a wider diffusion of lib- 
erty and of happiness and of ma- 
terial things than humanity has 
ever known before. Our people 
live in a stronger security from 
enemies abroad and in greater 
comfort at home than has ever 
before been the fortune of a na- 
tion. We are filled with justifi- 
able pride in the. vaior, the in- 
ventions, the contributions to art 
and literature, the moral influ- 
ence of our people. We giow 


with satisfaction at the multitude . 


of activities in the nation, the 
state, the local community, which 
spread benefits and  bilessings 
amongst us.

ing the leadership of the nation 
by men of lowly beginnings. We 
have no class or caste or aristoc- 
racy whose privilege limits the 
hopes and opportunities of our 
people. Science and education 
have been spread until they are 
the universal tools of the com- 
mon man. They have brought to 
him the touch of a_ thousand 
finer things of life. They have 
enlarged the horizon of our 
vision into the inspiring works 
of God, . 

This unparalleled rise of the 
the American man and woman 
was not alone the result of 
riches in lands or forests or 
mines; it sprang from ideas and 
ideals, which liberated the mind 
and stimulated the exertion of a 
peolpe. There were other parts 
of the world even more easily ac- 
cessible to new invasion by man, 
whose natural resources were as 
great as those of the United 
States, yet their history over this 
150 years presents no achieve- 
ment parallel to the mighty 
march of the United States. 

But the deadening poverty of 
other lands was in the absence 
of the stirring ideas and ideals 
which have lightened the path of 
the whole American people. A 
score of nations have borrowed 
our philosophy from us, and 
they have tempered the course 
of history in yet a score of oth- 
ers. All have prospered under 
them. 

Ideals at Kings Mountain. 

These ideas and these ideals 
were in the hearts and inspired 
the souls of the men who fought 
the Batfle of Kings Mountain. 
They had spurred the migration 
of their fathers from the perse- 
cutions and restricted opportuni- 
ties Of Europe, had been  sus- 
tained by their religious faith, 
had been developed in their con- 
fl.ct with the wilderness, and 
had become the spirit of the 
American people, demanding for 
man a larger mastership of his 
own destiny. Our forefathers 
tormulated them through the 
Declaration and the Constitution 
into a new and practical political 
and social system unique in the 
world. Devoted generations have 
secured them to us. 

It is never amiss for us to re- 
view these principles, that we 
uphold our fatith in them, that 
we search our fidelity to them, 
that by stretch of our vision 
over the vast pageant of our ac- 
complishment we should gain 
courage to meet the difficulties 
of the day. 

Our political system was a re- 
volt from dictatorship, whether 
by individuals or classes. It was 
fomnded upon the conception 
that freedom was inalienable, 
and that liberty and freedom 
should rest upon law. and that 
law should spring from the ex- 
pressed wisdom of the represen- 
tatives of the majority of the 
people themselves. 

This self-government was not 
in itself a new human ideal. but 
the Constitution which provided 
its framework, with the checks 
and balances which gave it sta- 
bility, was of marvelous genius. 
Yet of vastly more importance 
than even the machinery of gov- 
ernment was the inspired charter 
of the rights of men which it 
fuaranteed. Under them ye hold 
that all men are created equal, 
that they are equal before the 
law, and that they should be safe- 
guarded in liberty and, as we 
express it latterly, in equality of 
opportunity to every individual 
that he may achieve for him- 
self and for the community the 
best to which his character. his 
ability, and his ambition entitle 
him. 

Spiritual Aspirations of People. 


No student of American his- 
tory can fail to realize that 
these principles and ideals grew 
largely out of the religious ori- 
gins and spiritual aspirations of 
our people. From them spring at 
once the demand for free and 
universal education, that the 
door of opportunity and the lad- 
der to leadership should be free 
for every new generation, to ev- 
ery boy and girl. 

It is these human rights and 
the success of government which 
bas maintained them that have 
stimulated the initiative and ef- 
fort in each individual, the sum 
of which has been the gigantic 
echievement of the nation. They 
are the precious heritage of 
America, far more important, far 
more valuable, than all ‘he 
riches in land and mines and 
factories that we ss. Never 
had these. princip and ideals 
been assembled elsewhere and 
ecmbined into govern..ent. This 
ii the American system. 

We have lived and breathed ft. 
We have seldom tried even to 
name it. Perhaps we right well 
abandon efforts to define it—for 
things of the spirit can be little 
defined. Some have calied it 
liberalism, but that terms has

While I believe that the program of 
improvements should be followed out by 
our State, I want to voice a protest 
against the transfer of the cost for indi- 
vidual patients from the counties to the 
State. If the hospitals’ are enlarged and 
made as efficient as possible, the coun- 
ties can far better afford to maintain 
their patients in these hospitals at the 
rates now charged, than they can afford 
it under present conditions when the ef- 
ficiency of the institutions is so lowered 
by lack of funds. 

It is only too well known that per- 
eons have been committed to such insti- 
tutions through connivance. With the 
State assuming all expense for such pa- 
tients after their committal, and the op- 
portunity given to those committing 
them to wash their hands of all respon- 
sibility, the temptation to selfish rela- 
tives and unprincipled officials and doc- 
tors would in many cases be too great; 
and certainly nothing is more repugnant 
than the thought of the State maintain- 
ing an expensive institution which might 
be used by heartless relatives as a dump- 
ing ground for those whom they should 
be willing to care for. 

Our State should furnish the very fin- 
est and best in care for al] patients, 
but it should be paid at least a nominal 


amount for each patient.

They have serious problems, especially in 
discovering means of restoring to the villages the 
common lands of which the villages were dispossessed 
by the Diaz regime. The Mexican Government wants 
to pay for those lands. It wants to give the owners, 
many of whom are innocent, something better than 
bonds which cannot be redeemed. Qen. Calles, who 
is the political genius of the country, has publicly 
said that the present scheme of paying for these 
lands is a failure. He pointed out that it had result- 
ed only in speculators buying the bonds up at 10 
cents on the dollar and demanding payment in full 
from the Government. Is is likely that an annual 
appropriation for this purpose will be carried here- 
after in the natiqnal budget. 
Mr. Morrow’s experience as a financier has been in- 
valuable to Mexico. He, too, thinks the owners of 
the village lands should really be paid, as he thinks 
that Mexico should not make for herself the bad name 
of disrespect for property rights. He dislikes the 
agreement between Finance Minister Luis Montes de 
Oca and foreign bankers by which Mexico turns over 
to these creditors some part of her foreign customs. 
Mr. Morrow feels that this makes of the holders of 
the national bonds and the bonds of the railways a 
preferred class. He does not think Mexico should 
have preferred creditors, whether in or out of the 
country. Gen. Calles shares this opinion. He does 
not believe that Mexico can give American investors 
the guarantees they require unless her credit is in- 
violate. ms 
Mr. Clark has been closely associated with Mr. Mor- 
row and the Mexican Government in the considera- 
tion of all these matters. Mr. Morrow knows that 
we need Mexico and Mexico needs us. He knows that 
with reason and fairness the Mexicans are not diffi- 
cult people with whom to deal. Our troubles with 
the Dohenys and Sinclairs are a sufficient index to 
what Mexico has had to bear. Mexico is a very large 
country. She is one of our best foreign markets. She 
is perhaps the most attractive foreign field for Ameri- 
can investments. Mr. Morrow was sent down there 
by Mr. Coolidge upon the representation of Mexican 
bankers that a good business man could work out 
the difficulties between the two countries. They 
believed that if the interests of Mexico could be 
viewed from the tolerant viewpoint of mutual inter- 
est the Mexican Government would be sustained in 
most of its difficulties with foreigners. ; 

The appointment of Mr. Clark ought therefore ta 
mean not only peace between the two countries. It 
should also mean peace in Mexico. 
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EDISON IN A NEW ROLE. 

Goldenrod is lucky. It has a higher percentage 
of rubber than any other native plant. That part 
of its makeup and Thomas Edison probably have 
saved it from extinction around the Oranges in New 
Jersey where hay fever victims have had fire in 
their eyes of late. The sufferers, insisting on eradi- 
catidh of the genus Solidago, enlisted the aid of the 
Chamber of Commerce and issued threatening state- 
ments. It seemed nothing would stop them until the 
mild-mannered genius of Menlo Park issued a brief 
statement. “Let me say for your information,” said 
the inventor, “that the pollen of the goldenrod is 
carried entirely by insects. The pollen is heavy and 
is blown only a few feet from the flower. It would 
be folly to eliminate goldenrod.” He might have 
explained that for a number of years he has been ex- 
perimenting on the commercial production of rubber 
from something other than the rubber plant. So far 
nothing has been found more satisfactory than gold- 
enrod.

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KING’S MOUNTAIN.

public domain has provided the major official scan- 
dals of American history since the present century 
began, now finds itself threatened with a scan- 
dal of greater magnitude than any preceding it. 
Again the subject is oil. The charge is made that 
officials and former officials of the department have 
taken steps to validate fraudulent or irregular private 
claims upon Government shale lands containing oil 
of the minimum value of $40,000,000,000. To appreci- 
ate the gravity of this accusation it is necessary only 
to realize that this is 40 times as much oil as is con- 
tained in the Teapot Dome and Elk Hills naval re- 
serves, the attempted leasing of which produced the 
principal scandal of the Harding administration. 

Ralph S. Kelley, the author of the charges, has a 
record of more than 25 years of continuous service in 
the Government land office. For several years he has 
been chief of its field division, an office from which 
he has now resigned in protest against the alleged 
practices of which he complains. Accusations of such 
gravity, made from such a responsible source, call for 
the most sweeping and impartial investigation. 

Secretary Wilbur’s published reply to the charges 
is not calculated to allay public apprehension, Hé 
states that “no leases” have been granted on Gov- 
ernment oil shale lands during his administration 
of the Interior Department. Kelley’s charges contain 
no mention of leases, and the Secretary’s reason for 
lugging in that subject is not clear. 
Mr. Wilbur also declares that the only claims that 
are being validated are those which originated under 
the old mineral laws, before the leasing act of 1920 
was passed. Again, this answer seems to beg the 
question. Kelley does not allege that any other 
claims are involved. The very core of his complaint 
is that department officials have modified and loos- 
ened the regulations in such a manner as to enable 
the owners of irregular or fraudulent claims to per- 
fect their titles in seeming accordance with the law. 
That a Cabinet officer who is also a college president 
could so completely misunderstand such a blunt ac- 
cusation seems almost incredible. 
For launching a prompt investigation, the Depart- 
ment of Justice deserves commendation, but the pub- 
lic will hardly be satisfied with a mere departmental 
inquiry. It is no reflection on the sincerity of the 
official conducting this inquiry to say, as Kelley al- 
ready has said, that “the relations between members 
of the President’s Cabinet are entirely too intimate 
to expect one of them to make an impartial investi- 
gation of another.” 
What the situation requires, and what the public 
expects, is that the Senate Committee on Public 
Lands will launch an independent inquiry as soon as 
Congress meets in December. This committee uncov- 
ered the Teapot Dome, Elk Hills and Continental 
Trading Co. scandals, thus enabling the Government 
to recover public property valued approximately at 
$1,000,000,000. The fact that its membership includes 
able men of both political parties is ample insurance 
that the innocent will not be persecuted or the guilty 
protected. 
The shale oil lands constitute one of the principal 
assets of the public domain. Although they cannot 
now be profitably developed in competition with flow- 
ing wells, they undoubtedly eomprise the great re- 
serve supply of the future, when the wells have been 
exhausted. That they shall be allowed to slip into 
private hands through fraud or political favoritism 
is unthinkable. The plundering of the public domain 
by privateers already has gone too far. 
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IT LOOKS LIKE A HARD WINTER.

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Give Us Democracy 


Age-old struggle for rights of individual now centered on resistance of Federal en- 
croachments by states; school of Hamilton in ascendant, with Government bureaus 
regulating many fields; prohibition law illustrates how local self-rule is endan- 
gered; historic success of democracy makes imperative that it be preserved. 


OLITICAL philosophers have for ages 
P debated the relative claims of the in- 

dividual and the state. In American pol- 
itics this has taken the form of a contest 
between the claims of the local community 
organized into a state and the claims of 
the nation organized into a Federal Gov- 
ernment. The colonies grew into states, and 
as states they formed a Federal Union. 
They created, as our Supreme Court has 
said, ‘‘an indivisible union of indivisible 
states.” 5 
But from the very beginning there was 
a conflict between two schools, two tenden- 
cies, one standing for a highly centralized, 
aristocratic, all-powerful National Govern- 
ment, the other for a democratic Republic 
in which power, through the medium of 
the states, should always remain close to

CHALLENGE OF THE R-101 DISASTER. 
The tragic fate of the British dirigible R-101, 
wrecked on a hillside in France with a loss of 47 
lives from the resultant explosion and fire, forces 
attention again to the great problem of lighter-than- 
air craft—-the danger from inflammable and explosive 
gases. The exact cause of the R-101 disaster may 
never be known, but the loss of life undoubtedly 
was increased by the 5,000,000 cubic feet of hydrogen 
that provided her lifting power. Dirigibles have won 
a place in the air age with successful long-distance 
cruises and by weathering storms, yet the perils of 
fire and explosion remain, American dirigibles solve 
the problem with helium, but we enjoy a monopoly 
upon the element and will not let the rest of. the 
world have any. Perhaps the disaster to the great 
English dirigible will make more human our dispo- 
sition in the matter. The R-101 had oil-burning 
Diesel engines which eliminated the gasoline hazard— 
a@ precaution that proved futile. 
To Great Britain the blow is particularly severe, 
for several among her leaders in aeronautics perished 
on the R-101. To those who would lose faith in the 
dirigible because of this disaster, the words of Lord 
Thomson, Air Minister, one of the victims, provide 
the best answer. Indeed, they might almost stand as 
an epitaph for the 47 dead. Commenting on an air 
disaster about a year ago, Lord Thomson said: 
Aviation requires more faith, more courage and 


more knowledge than almost any other line in 
which progress is being sought by human beings.

the people. 

The term state rights is not now a well 
chosen one. It'is hardly applicable any 
longer.

more and to centralize in the Federal Gov- 
ernment more and more of the functions 
which constitutionally and traditionally be- 
long to the states. It involves the right of 
the states to settle their home affairs at 
home, and not to be deprived of this right 
by the Federal Government or by the other 
States acting through the Government,

The issue this raises, as I see it, is 
whether democracy and democratic gov- 
ernment are to survive. I believe it is de- 
mocracy itself that is slowly but surely fac- 
ing a crisis, 

We are steadily moving to a conflict in 
which the issue will be very much more 
fundamental than whether this or that cur- 
rent «contention is to prevail. or whether 
this or that party shall dispense the powers 
of office. Rights and liberties that are guar- 
anteed to us by charter and tradition are 
being lost and. sacrificed in the flux of 
events, and democracy itself is being put 
to the teat, 

This country is still a democracy in the 
making; a democracy that must fight for 
its existence. The conflict between Hamit- 
ton and Jefferson was not one of theories 
but of actualities, and in the fullness of 
time these same elemental actualities are 
confronting us again today, Today the 
school ef Hamilton is unquestionably in the 
ascendant. Centralization of power has pro- 
ceeded at a pace that would have appalled 
even his most ardent followers.

With this comes a system of bureaucracy 
which always spelis tyranny. The army of 
office-holders grows over five times as fast 
as the population, and our Government be- 
comes steadily the most costly, wasteful 
and extravagant on the face of the earth, 
And the end is not yet!

Why lose faith in the state? Most of our 
great reforms and proposed changes in or- 
ganic law to fit modern needs have beeu 
of state origin, and should be left to state 
control, If the political mind and ingenuity 
of one state conceives of this or that pos- 
sible change, it can put it to the test of 
experiment and the others can copy. If 
they do not all copy or cannot all agree, 
that is their right, and it should be respect- 
ed. Not to respect it, and to force it on 
them through the medium of a central 
Government, is a nullification of thts r'~ht. 

It is precisely here that unnecessary con- 
flicts arise, like those involved in the eight- 
eenth amendment and its attempted en- 
forcement by Congress. One section or 
group of states undertakes to impose its 
views, its: ideals or its will upon other 
states. The call is made upon Government 
to pass and enforce laws which prove un- 
enforceable where they do not have the 
sanction of “the people's. consent.” 

It is all well enough to charge the ~eo- 
ple of states which don’t want such laws 
with “nullification,” but the truth is that, 
if such laws prove an inevitable nullity 
in operation, it is because good people feel 
that their fundamental and inalienable 
rights of self-government have been nulli- 
fied by the states which thus try by force 
.to impose their will on unwilling sisters. 

In such cases men feel that violence has 
been done to the spirit which created the 
Union, and the natural {instinct to exercise 
the right and liberty to govern themselves 
in such matters again asserts itself, and 
the law fails. And every law that falls be- 
cause g00od people will not respect it or 
obey it, is a bad law. You don’t give it any 
special sanctity by putting it into the Con- 
stitution. People will feel that defiance of 
such a law is not an evidence of badness 
or of “nullification,” but an assertion of 
freedom. Where people feel that they are 
governing themselves they will observe and 
enforce the laws of their own making, 

There is no reason to despair of democra- 
cy politically if we look upon what it has 
done. Its record of accomplishment is too 
im pressive. . 
Why, therefore, lose faith in it? Why not 
concentrate our energies more on fts po- 
litical guidance and on strengthening al! 
those domestic, self-governing pogsibilities 
that are inherent in it, instead of concen-

choke. One of my dearest friends, 
he was the most impulsively noble 
and steadfastly loyal gentleman I 
ever encountered. No person could 
be more widely beloved. 


I loved him as few could love 
their favorite @rother. For 12 
years our lives have been almost 
constant companionship. About 10 
years older, he was my guide, my 
counselor, my friend. His mind, 
his vitality, his varied, resourceful- 
ness were magnificen He had a 
lightning temper. His sweetness 
was childlike. He was a man! 

Just three months ago, after 
knocking around BPurope all sum- 
mer together, we exchanged rowdy 
farewells in Berlin. “So long, you 
big stiff!’ I called out the Bremen 
boat train window. He glanced 
about quickly, thumbing his nose 
slyly, turned and was swallowed up 
by station crowds as the train 
thundered away. 


Then the other week came that 
distressing cable from his sister: 
“Brother has undergone an emerg- 
ency operation.” There were three 
days of waiting anguish and came 
from the patient himself, a typical 
cable: “Don’t speak of my unem- 
ployment.” And while our hopes 
ran high, the thunderclap news of 
the end. 

He was superlatively civic con- 
scious and spent largely of his vast 
wealth in beautifying his native 
Houston, but always from an ob- 
scure anonymity. Until several 
years ago there was not a news- 
paper in the Texas city in which he 
was deservedly known as “the first 
citizen” that had his picture in its 
filing room. 

Due to my personal manner of 
writing it was next to impossible 
not to mention him in my triviali- 
ties but it always vexed him. Often 
in a flush of anger he would ex- 
claim: “If you run my name in 
your blankety-blank column again 
I’m going to slap you down.”

WISE mother will never urge 
A her baby to walk. There are 

contrivances for teaching chil- 
dren to walk and there are moth- 
exys who put a baby of eight months 
in these walkers, but it is a very 
unwise thing to do. 

As is well known, walking too 
early frequently results in bow- 
legs. Then, too, the position in 
which the child is confined in these 
contrivances for an extended pe- 
riod will cause overfatigue. 

When your child is ready to 
walk he will require no urging. As 
soon as his bones and muscles are 
sufficiently strong he will walk of 
his own accord. A robust, heaithy 
infant will make attempts at walk- 
ing as early as the twelfth month 
and by the fifteenth or sixteenth 
month he will run alone. A child 
with a -delicate constitution may 
make no attempt to walk before 
the fifteenth month. 

Rickets or chronic digestive dis- 
turbances may postpone walking 
even to the eighteenth month. So 
do not become worried when your 
baby does not try to walk and 
think you must teach him to walk.
